; Derek Ibbotson, : 24-year-old Yorkshireman, 
this evening set a new world record for the mile, 
clocking the fantastic time of three minutes 57.2 


seconds, 


He shattered fhe previous 
record, establichod by the Aus- 
tralian, John Lendy ot Turtcu, 
Finland, on Junc, 21, 1954, by 
wght-tenths of a second.

In third place. came the 
Czochoslovale Stonislay Jung- 
wirth, who last week sct a new 
werld record for the 1,500 motrin

“The doctors told me to stop boxing—other- 

wise I run the risk of losing my sight. How can I 
become a blind man when I have a family?” 

The doctor's blunt warning put-an end to the brilliant 
career of Hans Stretz, one of Germany's greatest boxers 
of ‘post-war years in the middleweight division. 

The doctor's diagnosis—an injury to tho retina of the 
right eye—finished the career of 2 man who did not only 
make money on his sport—but loved the “noble art of 


self defence” with all his heart. 


Stratz, 20, who had appeared 
in B® pro bouts before fate 
étructs out against him, several 
days ogo turned to professional 
wrestling lo make a Ilving for 
his two children ond his good- 
looking wife, F 

What happened tn Stretz who 
dn his 89 pro matches achieved 
72 victorics, nine draws, and 
cight ‘deieats? :
